Allied Troops Holding Against Extreme 
German Pressure In Menin Sector On | 
Belgian-French Frontier | 


PARIS, May 27.—The French, driving to cut off the 
German corridor to the English Channel, reported they oc- 
cupied “several villages and other points” south of the 
Somme today. 

A war ministry spokesman said, however, that the 
Germans made progress in Flanders north of their salient, 
and had succeeded in crossing the Lys river at several 
points. The fate of Calais, on the Channel, still is in doubt. 

LONDON, May 27.—A war office communique to- 
night said the Germans during the day “violently attacked” 
French and Belgian forces on the flanks of the British Ex- 
peditionary Force and that British infantry counter-attack- 
ed successfully in co-operation with French tanks. ‘In Bel- 
gium British forces have fought side by side with the Belgian | 
army, meeting attacks of strong enemy forces,” the com-| 
munique said. "The British frorit remains intact.”

It was admitted that during the night Allied troops 
had retired from their River Escaut line in the Valen- 
ciennes sector after inflicting terrible losses on the attack- 
ing Germans.

Meavy artillery fire from the 
French Maginot line literally pul- | 
verised the important rail junc- 
tion at Weil, Germany, just north 
of the Swiss frontier at Basel, in 
seven hours of intensive shelling 
Sunday afternoon. 

Guns of Germany's Rhineland 
Gibreltar at Istein replied by pound 
ing the French branch line con 
necting Maginot River forts with 
the strategic Burgundian gate, a 
gap between the Jura and the Vos- 
ges mountains before Belfort. 

It appeared that the German ar 
tillery scored hits somewhere along 
the line, for thick clouds of black 
smoke rose from a point behind the 
village of Wentzwiller. 

It was believed the shells may 
heve fired some of the |ittle Alsatian 
villages vacated soon after the war 
started. 

There was no doubt about the 
French hits. however, for they could 
be seen from here. 

it was apparent the Weil rail 
junction, which links two import- 
ant German Rhine lines—one 
from Karlsruhe by way of Frei- 
bourg southward along the river 
and the other from Konstanz via 
Schopheim and Lorrach westward 
along the Rhine—was smashed be- 
yond hope of repair for some 
time, 

Two freight cars standing 
Wei! siding vanished like magic and 
a puff of flying. debris pattered 
down like rain. 

Other French shells made a ruin 
of the Weil station and pocked the 
web of tracks between Wei] and 
Haltingen.

The detective is the spectroscope, 
an old device just coming into its 
own in industry. It anelyzes, and 
records on the spectogreph, the 
chemical make-up of a substance in 
a few minutes, compared with the 
hours and frequently days needed 
by standard chemical methods.

PARIS, May %7.--The newest 
and most terrible of Germany's 
mechanized land weapons is the 
flame-throwing tank, a fast, light, 
cab-like engine of destruction 
which can consume towns, visit 

& veritable hell upon eccupants 
of defense casements and spread 
excruciating death among sol- 
Gers of the field. 

These mobile flame-hurlers made 
their appearance on French battle- 
fields after the advance of Ger- 
many’s heavy armored tanks had 
been slowed in places by refueling 
necessities, 

They are the product of an 
imaginative engineering which has 
scrapped the classic concepts of war 
and, as French military experts 
now agree, made material more im- 
portant than tactics. 


DESTROY BUILDINGS 
The flame-throwers with their 
protruding, cannon-like muzzles, 


operated by asbegtos-clad special- 
ists, took the offensive at a time 
when the Frendh claigned that the 
Germans had Jost more than 1,400 
tanks, armored cars and other 
mechanized weapons in 10 days of 
battle. 

They are designed to destroy 
towns and villages as well ag to 
make frontal attacks on enemy 
positions, Speeding down a street, 
the flame-thrower pokes its nossle 
against a house and squirts flam- 
ing ggesoline inside. Every third 
house is so treated, the theory 
being that the flames will spread 
from one structure to another, 

The flame-throwers are equipped, 
however, to fight their way through 
fortified positions and right up to 
casemates. They. carry two machine- 
guns and 37-millimeter canon, The 
casemate reached, the tank pours 
liquid fire through the gun aper- 
ture, literally. frying those inside. 
CYCLISTS’ ARMOR 

In contrast to this most modern of 
military ‘weapons, the Germans 
have gone back to the age of chiv- 
alry to protect their flying columns 
of motorcyclists. Each cyclist is 
equipped with metal visors and 
armored jackets consisting of steel 
breastplates, loosely joined in front, 
and metal mesh similar to chain 
mail behind. 

In addition to this accoutrement, 
the motorcyclist carries an auto- 
matic rifle slung over his back, 
with a belt of extra cartridges, a 
gas mask in a metal tube, steel 

helmet, a can of gasoline suspended 
from his shoulders, a pistol or two, 
several] daggers and trench knives, 
and a bag of hand grenades.

Then And Now 


Canada now has 92,000 men on active 
service, a quarter of them overseas. When 
the second division goes across more than 
half this number will be in the war area, 
which must now be considered to include 
the British Isles. Their training quarters 
here will be occupied by a third division. 
And in course of time by a fourth and a 
fifth if need be. 

Canada had one division oversea in the 
spring of 1915, as it has now. The second 
went over in March, having been recruited 
in January. The first division was in 
France a month before the second sailed 
from Canada, having had only about two 
months training in England. Men in 
masses were urgently required at the 
front, and training had to be sacrificed to 
the need for numbers. 

Those who have supposed Canada is 
not sending aS many men oversea as in 
the former war will be interested to note 
the close parallel between the rates of 
movement then and now. It is also sig- 
nificant that the first division is still in 
England, indicating that men in masses 
are not so keenly needed in France as they 
then were. In addition Canada is now 
training airmen and maintaining naval 
forces which ‘relieve the British navy of 
duties in the Atlantic and the Pacific. 

The difference is not that Canada is 
not doing as much as in the former war; it 
is doing as much in supplying land forces 
and is also building up and maintaining 
air and naval forces not then required. 
The former war effort was more spec- 
tacular. The present one is more orderly. 
The development of mechanized warfare 
is the reason for this. 


Civilization Or Barbarism? 


King George spoke to the British na- 
tions on Victoria Day in different tones, 
but in the same strain, as he did a year 
before from Winnipeg. The Empire is 
fighting now, as it was hoping then, that 
all nations may live together in peace, 
secure from molestation and threat. If we 
and our Allies lose, “It will mean destruc- 
tion of our world as we have known it 
and the descent of darkness upon its 
ruins.” If we win, free civilization will con- 
tinue “and the lives of men’’—and nations 
—“grow brighter with the progress of the 
suns.” 

The 
French 


bombing of hospital ships at a 
port, the machine-gunning of 
women and children at Abbeville— 
terrible as these things were—are only 
fresh reminders of what Naziism means. 
They are in line with the creed, not in- 
cidental occurrences. They expose once 
again the essential cruelty that is the very 
soul of the doctrine. They stand as 
further notice to the nations of the fate 
that is in store for them should the ideals 
and customs to which they have been used 
give place to the ideals and methods of 
recrudescent barbarism. 

For the British peoples and their 
Allies there can be no truce with this 
creedal monster that has reappeared 
from the era of savagery, caused a great 
nation to arm itself beyond precedent, 
discipline itself like the Roman legions, 
make unprovoked war upon peaceful 
neighbors and slay with the ruthless 
ferocity of the hordes of Attila. 

The King, when he spoke to his own 
peoples, spoke also to the conscience and 
the understanding of free peoples else- 
where. These also know from what they 
have seen that for their liberties too the 
days are numbered if Naziism should 
strike down the nations now battling for 
their lives. 


Such Talk Doesn't Help 


Canada needs the 200,000,000 to 300,- 
000,000 United States dollars which tour- 
ists from that country have been expected 
to spend in the Dominion during the 
coming summer. If that expectation 
should be disappointed business will 
suffer, the equivalent of a large export 
trade will be lost; and it will be necessary 
to use other round-about means to obtain 
the corresponding amount of foreign 
exchange. 

The latter point is particularly im- 
portant if Canada and its Allies are to 
buy war equipment and munitions in the 
United States and elsewhere abroad in 
the quantities they require and should be 
able to buy. Every United Stetes dollar 
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left in Canada by a tourist will go as far 
as a dollar obtained by shipping goods to 
that or some other foreign country, in 
balancing the trade accounts. 

Disclosures of Nazi “fifth column” 
deviltry in European countries has 
aroused apprehension in some Canadian 
minds that under cover of a heavy influx 
of United States tourists hirelings of 
Hitler might make their way into Canada. 
This fear has found expression in some 
Canadian papers. These expressions have 
been reproduced in a number of news- 
papers in the United States, and made 
the basis for warnings that tourists com- 
ing into Canada will be under suspicion 
here—and treated accordingly. 

The business of catering to tourists in 
the United States represents an invest- 
ment of billions of dollars. The interests 
concerned will work this argument for all 
it is worth to keep customers from coming 
to Canada and spending their money here. 
What is even worse—the impression thus 
created will cost Canada some measure of 
friendship among the neighboring people; 
nobody likes being told he may be treated 
as a suspect. 

It can be safely left to the proper 
authorities to exercise vigilance in the 
matter of preventing enemy agents 
getting into Canada. There is no occasion 
for private citizens to get jittery and say 
things which might cause intending U.S. 
visitors to cancel their plans to come to 
the Dominion—where they will be and 
should be welcomed as cordially and 
treated as courteously as at any other 
time. 


Since the war began Britain and 
France have received 2,300 planes built in 
the United States. Giving Berlin reports 
the maximum credit possible in view of 
their record, these purchases must make 
up for losses, and leave Britain and 
France with as many planes as they had 
at the outset plus the number since built 
in the home factories. 


The Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra 
went to Belgrade to give concerts, but the 
concerts were cancelled and the musicians 
sent home when it was found their bag- 
gage was packed with arms and they had 
a following of relatives, friends, sub- 
stitutes and newspapermen, also carrying 
machine-guns and other non-musical in- 
struments in their suit cases. If the Nazis 
had employed their zeal for organization 
to honest ends Germany would be pros- 
perous beyond most other countries. 


Chamberlain and Daladier are of 
course being held blameable because 
Allied mechanized equipment has been 
found altogether out of proportion to that 
of the enemy. They are responsible for not 
having found out and told their parlia- 
ments what vast land and air armadas 
were being built in Germany. But suppose 
they had done so, and asked their parlia- 
ments to collect and borrow hundreds of 
millions of francs and pounds with which 
to match the Nazi building? Would their 
peace-minded taxpayers have sanctioned 
such huge expenditure on the strength of 
a surmise that Hitler intended to attack 
these countries and not Russia?

While the professor did not think the threat 
serious enough to report to the police, he told 
his colleagues of the strange visitor and his 
threat. What's a murder or two to a nation 
revelling in rapine and planning murder by 
millions?

I’ve often marvelled that the railways, hard 
hit as they are by motor stage competition, 
never engaged in competition with the stage 
lines as the railroads have done in England. 
Perhaps it is because we have not a large com- 
muting public, and distances in Canada are too 
large. However, the railroads 
in United States have entered 
on two innovations that look 
like giving the stages a hard 
run. One is an experiment with a new type of 
Pullman car. In the daytime it runs as a coach 
with adjustible seats. Instead of an aisle down 
the centre, the car is divided into compartments 
of three and six seats, reached by a side corridor. 
At night “for a very small charge” the compart- 
ments make up into three and six sleeping 
berths, 

Last Monday, 66 of the leading railways in 
United States, started selling transportation by 
the instalment plan through the Travelers 
Credit Corporation. If you want a ticket for a 
trip costing $50 or more, you apply to the clerk 
at the railway wicket. Within 24 hours the ticket 
is issued if the applicant’s credit looks good. 
There’s no down payment and no collateral 
required. After you get back from the trip you 
pay for the ticket in monthly instalments, plus 
an 8 per cent service charge. It’s good for all- 
expense tours with meals and hotel thrown in. 

Instalment-buying works well with radios, 
pianos, automobiles and washing machines. It 
may work well with rail transportation, But 
how are they going to repossess a 1,000-mile 
journey with meals and sleeper, in the case of 
default in payment being made?

THE RAILWAYS 
“GET BUSY” 


It is really remarkable how “history is re- 
peating itself” in this new war with Germany. 
Early this year we heard many complaints from 
England about the manner in which the Cana- 
dians had suffered from the English climate. 
Well, turn memory back 25 years and you will 
find that while conditions on Salisbury Plain 
were very much worse than they have been at 
Aldershot in 1940, the explanation then was that 
the fault lay not with the war office but “with 
the extraordinary conditions.” 

Take also the matter of recruiting. Mr. 
Borden was in 1915 much criticized on the 
ground that recruiting was slow and that Canada 
was not putting forth her best war effort. The 
prime minister, then in England, wrote to a 
western service club on May 27, 1915: 

“Will you permit me to observe that it is 
much easier to propose the organization, arming 
and equipment of a force of 20,000 men than it 
is to accomplish it? We have been in constant 
communication and thorough co-operation with 
the British government on the subject of arms, 
guns and ammunition ever since the outbreak 
of war. Without these vital necessities and 
without organization and training, especially of 
officers, a so-called army would be # mere mob. 
If your club is aware of any source from which 
could be procured in the immediate future the 
rifles, guns and ammunition for so large a force, 
as you suggest, I know that the Canadian gov- 
ernment, and I feel sure the British government, 
would be glad of the information. 


“In a word, be assured that the problem of, 
organizing, arming and equipping in every 
branch of the military service the largest avail- 
able force for déspateh to the front, has received 
the most earnest and energetic attention and 
consideration of which the government is cap- 
able.” 

These words, written in the first nine months 
of the war, in 1915, might possibly be used by 
Mr. Mackenzie King in the eighth month of the 
war in 1940, And this is written as an historian, 
and not as @ political partisan, but just to show 
how prime ministers have to deal with like com- 
plaints and dike criticisms at long iftervals of 
years.

Invite Your Friends From 
The United States 


The average Canadian can make a contribu- 
tion to Canada's war effort by simply writing 
letters to friends in the United States suggesting 
a Canadian vacation this summer. More tour- 
ists are needed this year to swell our foreign 
exchange holdings, -to help take care of large 
agricultural surpluses, to give employment— 
and it is a patriotic duty to aid the campaigns 
being waged by the dominion and provincial 
governments to bring visitors. 

Thousands of Canadians have relatives, 
friends and business acquaintances across the 
border. True, most of these will see the adver- 
tising and publicity placed by official agencies, 
but such an impersonal appeal cannot be com- 
pared with the effect of a personal note or letter. 
Adverse propaganda is doing Canada great harm 
in many sections of the States, unfounded stories 
about the border difficulties, war-time restric- 
tions, high prices and a gasoline shortage. 

Personal letters could do a great deal to off- 
set such malicious talk. Thousands of indi- 
viduals could be made aware of the facts—no 
restrictions at the border, exchange on U.S. 
money assured at a stated rate, a hearty wel- 
come everywhere, Such news, received by the 
prospective visitor from a known source, would 
soon spread and do a great deal to counteract 
harmful underground stories—Ottawa Journal. 


Nazi Justice 

The German press throws vivid light on the 
Nazi conception of Law and the Rights of the 
Citizen. In a leading article, Dr. Roland Freisler, 
state secretary in the ministry of justice, not 
long ago admonished the backsliders. In war- 
time, he said, criminal law must recognize that 
the individual is completely subordinate to the 
community. 

The German war-time Criminal Code had 
not been set up to combat political opposition, 
because there was none. It was needed because 
war makes special demands, to which the weak 
cannot respond, and offers special opportunities 
for crime, which the weak cannot resist. The 
community must be protected against weaklings, 
and therefore the penalty for anti-social conduct 
is death. 

A decree of February 21, has introduced re- 
forms affecting the competence of the various 
Courts. The main effect is to increase the range 
of punishments which may be imposed by the 
district judge. All penalties beyond his compet- 
ence, including detention jn a concentration 
camp and sterilization, can be inflicted by the 
criminal court. Both authorities may in future 
act as juvenile courts. 

Of particular interest are recent cases of 
malicious gossip. One man, convicted of insult- 
ing the Fuehrer, tearing down blackout curtains, 
and making fun of winter relief, was given only 
ten months’ imprisonment, because he was im- 
mature nd had no previous convictions. 
Another has expressed disapproval of the 
German-Soviet treaty and had spread the story 
that General von Fritsch had been “bumped 
off.” He was given eight months. The judge 
said that this was not the first case of a man 
accused of spreading that particular lie—Que- 
bec ChronicletTelegraph. 


Science Steps Ahead 

While Hitler was launching his grey bat- 
talions against two of the most civilized coun- 
tries in the world, scientists in America were 
announcing a series of extraordinary discoveries. 

High on the list comes the new treatment 
of syphilis, which cuts down the period of 
medical care from nearly two years to only five 
days. A drug, mapherson, which might be fatal 
in large doses, is introduced into the blood 
stream by the intravenous-drip technique. In 
the past a large proportion of all syphilis victims 
abandoned treatment because it was so costly 
and long drawn-out. The new method offers 
hope that this scourge may at last be eradicated. 

The other discoveries reported were mostly 
divided between the vitamins and chemical 
therapy. 

It was announced that a combination of 
vitamin C and calcium holds out an impressive 
promise of relief for sufferers from hay fever, 
asthma and other allergies. A carbolic-acid 
derivative, united with sulfanilamide, has aided 
cases of animal tuberculosis, A new compound, 
sulfadiazine, which is half vitamin Bl and half 
sulfanilamide, has proved highly effective 
against pneumonia and streptococcus and 
staphylococeus infections. A new vitamin has 
been identified, the seventh in the vitamin-B 
complex; it cures chronic fatigue conditions, 

The hormones, on the production of which 
life depends, are now created synthetically from 
coal, water and limestone. A new and power- 
ful antiseptic has been discovered. There are 
recent derivatives of sulfanilamide and sulfa- 
pyridine which in the test-tube are 70 to 200 
times as active as the original forms of these 
miracle drugs. 

Finally, a method has been devised for ex- 
tracting from grass for human food its extra- 
ordinarily rich vitamin content, ten to twenty 
times higher than that of ordinary vegetables. 

It is hard to believe that the scientists who 
have made these discoveries belortg to the same 
human race as the little man in Berlin with the 
comic mustache.—The New Republic,

Probably out of every two patients 
who think they have stomach 
trouble, one will really be suffering 
from some form of gall bladder dis- 
order. 


When the gall bladder is out of} 


order, the stomach very often does 
its talking for it and the patient 
naturally concludes that his diges- 
tive unhappiness is coming from the

In trying to find out how many 
times stomach symptoms are truly 
due to stomach disorders and how 
many times they are due to gall 
bladder trouble, a study was made 
of 1,600 cases in which the main 
complaint was indigestion. 

In more than 800 of these, the gall 
bladder was the offender—not the 
stomach. 

The gall bladder is a small stor- 
age pouch attached to the underside 
of the liver. It takes care of bile 
which has been secreted by the 
liver, concentrating it and releasing 
it during digestion, at which time it 
serves a useful purpose. The liver, 
the gall bladder and their associated 
ducts, make up the biliary tract. 

The gall bladder which becomes 
sick may prove a very serious men- 
ace to health. 

In many cases the gal] bladder 
undergoes a chronic, low-grade in- 
flainmation and as a result the gen- 
eral health of the patient is pulled 
down. In these mild chronic cases 
the patient generally has periods 
when he feels fairly well, followed 
by periods when he is quite sick. 
During one of the worst stages 
there may be naus¢a, vomiting, ex- 


cessive gas, and so on. After the 
sick spell passes there is some im- 
| provement, but at the same time the 
patient is not able to say that he 
|ever feels he is enjoying the peak 
of good health. 

The X-ray examination has 
proved invaluable in clinching the 
| diagnosis of gall bladder disorders, 
Through a test which has been 
worked out the patient is given a 
dye. Eventually this reaches the 
gall'bladder and once it is lodged 
in this organ, the gall bladder be- 
comes visible under the X-ray, 
Being visible, it may be carefully 
studied and a great deal of valuable 
information gained in this manner, 
The gall bladder that is failing to 
| fill well, or failing to empty well, 
tells its own story. The diegnosis 
of gall stones is also made in this 
way. 

There is a great deal which may 
| be done to help the patient with a 
“sick” gall bladder. Proper dietary 
| management of the case, the taking 
of exercise, the use of an oil and 
| grapefruit emulsion to stimulate the 
| gall bladder to empty itself of stag- 
nant bile—these and other measures 
may be used, often with gratifying 
success,

interest of special pressure groups, 
regardless of the crisis of the nation.

A democracy which degenerates 
into a party squabble in which the 
interests of the politicians transcend 
those of the nation as a whole is a 
menaced or lost democracy in this 
hour, 

Nor fs such party politics the in- 
evitable accompaniment of demo- 
cratic government, I have seen a 
democracy in Europe which can be 
extinguished only from without and 
by force, and that is the Swiss. It 
is the freest country in the world 
today, in which the tolerance of di- 
vergent opinion goes so far as to 
permit four separate languages and 
a degree of cantonal autonomy far 
surpassing state rights; numerous 
parties and active political life; an 
emphasis on differentiation ex- 
pressed in a flag for every city and 
village, and a hatred of dictatorship 
which goes so far that Switzerland 
has no president even-for four years, 
but government by a council of 
seven, which changes its chairman 
every twelve months. Yet, in emer- 
gency, the instinct of this, the 
oldest existing democracy, is to fly 
together and accept a voluntary 
discipline in behalf of Switzerland 
which is imposing—as tough and as 
closely knit as a totalitarian state. 

And Switzerland almost 
among democracies can say with 
confidence, “A hundred years from 
now Switzerland will be a de- 
mocracy, or she will not be.”

In this hour it would be well to 
bring out again Washington's often 
quoted but seldom read farewell ad- 
dress and read what he had to say 
on the evils of factions—and by fac- 
tions Washington meant just those 
sorts of bodies which our political 
parties have become, groups whose 
object is less to furnish constructive 
criticism, honest opposition and pro- 
posals for the modification of policy 
and more to take or to turn over 
offices for the benefit of existing or 
would-be job holders and of organ- 
ized or sectional groups. 

Such an operation of the party 
system invariably moves away from 
government by, for and of the peo- 
ple, to government of, for and by 
the pressure groups. The least rep- 
resented of all in our party system, 
the real forgotten man, is the citi- 
zen who, able to stand on his own 
feet, earns his living, supports his 
family and pays his debts, asks least 
of the state for himself but carries 
its greatest burden. He pays his 
taxes without grumbling and vol- 
unteers first for its wars; he is the 
patriot, the man with the sense of 
the whole community. 

There are hundreds of thousands 
of such men and women in America 
who, in the forthcoming elections, 
will see a new ticket for which they 
can vote without serious reserva- 
tions.

Realizing the exceptional quali- 
ties of the president's leadership, 
which rise to their greatest under 
pressure of emergency when action 
must be swift and courageous and 
conscious, too, of his prestige in the 
world, they would like to avoid a 
change.

The secret of relaxation is not 
simply to “do nothing”, but to alter- 
nate periods of activity with a 
change that affords rest. To work 
successfully, there must be estab- 
lished a normal rhythm of effort 
and rest, of tension and release, 

Mental work, Miss Rathbone de- 
clares, has almost the same effect 
as physical exertion in créating ten- 


mental worker's problem is to 
choose diversions that are different 
from his job.

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RAIN FORECAST 
AFTER CLOUDY 
WEATHER HERE 


Threatening weather put a slight 
damper on weekend sport activie 
ties in the city as the heavens were 
clouded throughout the greater 
part of Saturday and Sunday, with 
the sun only breaking through the 
clouds at odd intervals. Light 
showers fell late Saturday aftere 
noon and again early Monday 
morning. 

Not much change in temperature. 
and possible rain is forecast. 

The temperature in Edmonton 
was considerably lower than that 
prevailing during the greater part 
of last week. High temperature 
Sunday was 61 above, while the 
mercury sank to 43 above Monday 
morning. At 8:30 a.m. Monday the 
temperature was 48 above and the 
barometric pressure 27.75 increasing. 

Skies were clearing throughout 
the greater part of the near north 
Monday morning, but Edmonton 
was overcast with slight traces of 
rain falling at odd intervals. A 
large number of points in the near 
north reported rain over the weeke 
end. Grande Prairie, Peace River, 
High Prairie, Grouard, Slave Lake, 
and Mirror Landing all reported 
fairly heavy rains Satutday. Light 
rains fell at Falher both Saturday 
and Sunday, while a steady rain 
fell nearly all day Sunday at Daw- 
son Creek, Fort St. John, Pouce
